THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE 


To the Inhabitants of the Town of Washington, 
qualified to vote in town: affairs: 


You are hereby notified to meet at the Town 
House in said Town on Tuesday, March 8, 1938 at 10 
a.m. to act upon the following subjects: 


Arrticle 1. To elect a Town Clerk, Treasurer, 
one Selectman for three years, Road Agent, Tax Col- 
lector, Auditor, Member of Trust Funds Committee 
for three years, Library Committee, one member for 
three years and one member for two years, and all 
other necessary town officers. 


Article 2. To elect one delegate to the Consti- 
tutional Convention to be held in Concord the second 
Wednesday of next May. 


Article 3. To see what.sum of money the town 
will raise for the repair of its highways and bridges 
for the ensuing year. 


Article 4. To see if the town: will raise and ap- 
propriate the amount necessary to secure State Aid 
for the construction of State Aid Highways, or the 
maintenance and construction of town roads. ~~ 


Article 5. To see what. sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to defray Town Charges. 
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Article 6. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for Welfare and Relief. 


Article 7. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the observance of Memorial 
Day. 


Article 8. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise for the support of Shedd Free Li- 
brary. 


Article 9. To see what sum of money the town 
will vote to raise to assist the Band in putting on a 
series of band concerts this summer. 


Article 10. To see if the town will vote to or- 
ganize a Fire Department, elect the necessary of- 
ficers and pass any vote relating thereto. 


Article 11. To see if the town will vote to raise 
and appropriate any money for the Fire Department. 


Article 12. To see if the town will vote to in- 
struct the Selectmen to borrow money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. 


Article 13. To see if the town will appropriate 
a sum equivalent to 1-100 of one percent of the 
town’s assessed valuation to be used by: the Dart- 
mouth-Lake Sunapee Region for the promotion and 
advertising of the Town of Washington. 


Article 14.. To see if the town will accept the 
sum of $100.00 from Edith Gee and perpetually care 
for the Wm. Shaw lot in the Center Cemetery. 3 | 
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Article 15. To see if the town will vote to accept 
the sum of $100.00 from Ethel] Davison and perpet- 
ually care for the George Trow lot in the new Cen- 
ter Cemetery.

To see if the town will vote to accept 
the residue of the estate of Daniel S. Chapman for 
the creation of a trust fund, the income of same to be 
used for the care and improvement of the Old and 
New Cemeteries at Washington Center. 


Article 18. To see if the town will authorize the 
Selectmen or other authorized agent or agents, to 
make a contract with the Public Service Company 
of New Hampshire to supply electric current for

The superintendent of schools submits this his 
third annual school report for your consideration.

General Discussion 


As a result of the superintendent’s visits to the va- 
rious schools, and tests given, we are pleased to re- 


aye 


port that our pupils taken as:a whole are progressing 
according to their ability. They also compare well 
with the children of their ages and corresponding 
grades in the state and the country. 


Thanks are due to the general public in Wash- 
ington for their efforts and generosity in making 
possible the dental clinics which the school children 
have enjoyed. An ounce of prevention is worth a 
pound of cure. Examinations reveal that the most 
common ailment among school children is defective 
teeth. This is an evil which causes many complica- 
tions when it is not remedied. 


The school board deserve the gratitude of the en- 
tire community for the generous amount of time and 
pains they take to properly care for the best educa- 
tional interests of the school children. Thanks are 
also due to those mothers through whose influence 
and support new seats and desks for the Center 
school, and current literature for all the schools were 
made possible at the last annual meeting of the 
school district. 


After considerable negotiation with several sour- 
ces our hope for a music supervisor was realized last 
fall. Miss Emma Yeaton of Hillsboro, and a recent 
graduate of the music department at Plymouth Nor- 
mal School has been engaged as teacher. Her ser- 
vices already show fine results in the school life of 
the pupils. 
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Miss Margaret Harris of Keene has replaced Miss 
Ruth Whitcomb as school nurse. It is hoped that 
the school nurse will be received in our homes and 
schools as a friend, and guide in questions which deal 
with the physical welfare of the children. The 
nurse’s call at any home casts no reflection on the so- 
cial standing of anyone in the community, for sick- 
ness is no respector of persons. 


The schools opened last fall with enrolments as 
follows: East Washington 9, Washington Center 
18, Dole School 17, making a total of 44 children. 
Ten boys and girls from Washington attend Hills- 
boro High school. This means that over 18 per cent 
of our schoo! population takes advantage of second- 
ary education. This is a most creditable proportion. 
Our percentage of high school pupils could be still 
higher if some parents did not have to face what is 
apparently a financial hardship, namely the trans- 
portation of their children to high school. We hope 
that sooner or later this hardship will be removed. 


Last June eight boys and girls received diplomas 
from the Washington elementary schools. The gra- 
duation exercises were held in the town hall. The 
occasion proved to be one of the outstanding events 
of the year, in the town. 


It is a pleasure to report that the policy of school 
house improvement is being kept up. Today the 
school buildings are in much better condition than 
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they have been for many years. Further improve-- 
ments are essential. Let us strive to realize the need- 
ed improvements. The children deserve them, and 
must have them in order to enjoy equal educational 
advantages with the boys and girls of the rest of the 
country.
